Board hires new superintendent 


A tough decision to make, they said, but Saylor fit criteria for the position

The Estill County Board 
of Education held a special 
meeting on Thursday, June 
4, to announce the hiring of 
a new superintendent. 

The board unanimously 


awarded a four-year plus 
contract to Jeffrey Saylor, 
currently a central office 
administrator in Bell 
County, with a salary of 
$100,000 a year. 

He will begin his new 
role as Estill County 
Superintendent on June 24, 
per the termination of his 


current contract. 

Saylor served as Bell 
County Principal from 
19991-2011 as well as 
assistant principal there 
for two years prior to that. 
He has 12 years coaching 
experience and spent ten 
years in the classroom as a 
mathematics and biology 


teacher. 

Since 2011, Saylor 
has also served as 
personnel director, facility 
construction coordinator, 
and Title 1 director in Bell 
County. 

Board chair Robbie 
Starling said, “We felt like 
he fits the criteria.” 


Some of the qualities 
the board was looking for 
were an educational leader, 
someone student-centered 
and knowledgable in 
curriculum and instruction, 
as well as someone having 
experience with finances

Residents of Estill 
County are breathing 
easier after Jason Gay, 37, 
of Berea, was arrested on 
Thursday, June 4, after 
three days on the run. 

Gay escaped from local 
police on Monday, June 
1, 2015, at approximately 
11:30 p.m. 

He was being transferred 
from London to the Estill 
County Detention Center 
when he allegedly slipped 
his handcuffs and ran 
away. 

He ran to the local 
water treatment plant and 
took off in a 1988 Dodge 
Dakota truck owned by 
Tim Noland that was 
parked on site. 

Noland, a security 
guard, shot out three of 
the tires, but Gay drove 
off anyway. The truck was

Man on moped also 
picks up drug charges 


A man observed driving 
a moped with no tail lamps 
has also been charged 
with drug-related offenses, 
according to a report 
from the Irvine Police 
Department. 

Mark Deaton, 51, of2721 
Hwy. 2017, Beattyville, was 
seen traveling across the 
Irvine bridge on a moped 
with no tail lamps. 

IPD Officer Karl 
Rifenbark stopped him 
and discovered the moped 
had a missing mirror and 
a pair of pliers hooked 
to the throttle cable. The 
muffler was also loud and/ 
or broken. 


Deaton did not have 
a moped/motorcycle 
endorsement on him, 
but police located two 
gabapentin 500 mg. pills 
not in a container and 12 
clonazepam 1 mg. pills in a 
metal pill container. 

Deaton was arrested 
on Kirkland Avenue and 
charged with no tail lamps, 
improper equipment, 
inadequate muffler, mirror 
violation, no moped 
operating license, and 
illegal possession of a 
legend drug, as well as 
possession of a controlled 
substance, third degree. 


City approves resolution to 
apply for $1 million grant

The Irvine City Council 
approved a resolution 
to apply for a $1 million 
Kentucky Community 
Development Block Grant 
for sewer extensions in the 
Wisemantown area. 

Bryan Kirby, with 
Community and Economic 
Development, informed the 
council about the terms of 
the potential grant. He said 


the resolution from the city 
would authorize him to sign 
an application to “get things 
rolling.” 

The council approved 
the resolution to apply, and 
Kirby expressed optimism 
that the city could get the 
grant. 

Wendell Fortney, an 
electrical inspector who 
does work for the city, 
spoke to the council about a 
proposed renewal contract 


drafted by the state. 

City Attorney Rodney 
Davis read an ordinance 
detailing fees for home 
and business electrical 
inspections and said the 
electrical inspector contract 
had been tweaked along 
with it. 

Irvine City Council Clerk 
Robin Powell read the 
mayor’s proposed budget

Three homes near 50 percent 
completion in Ravenna

The Ravenna Scattered- 
site Homeowner 

Rehabilitation Project is 
coming along, said Project 
Administrator Bryan Kirby. 

“We are quickly 
approaching 50 percent 
completion on three of the 
homes,” he said, adding, 


“that’s when we will really 
see it [the project] take off.” 

The Ravenna City 
Council passed Resolution 
7 allocating Community 
Development Block grant 
funds for expenses incurred 
last month for the Ravenna 
Scattered-site Homeowner 
Rehabilitation Project. 

Those expenses 

include administration 


costs of $5,000, rent for 
displaced families and 
an advancement of funds 
for one of the homes that 
will soon be 50 percent 
complete. 

In other business, Mayor 
Estine Tipton had asked 
Johnnie Ballard to attend 
the council meeting to

found abandoned on 
Court Street a short time 
later with some items 
missing, including an Army 
style machete. 

Gay remained at large 
until the Kentucky State 
Police, Richmond Post, 
received word on Thursday 
morning around 7:30 a.m. 
that a person who matched 
Gay’s description was seen 
riding a bicycle on Eck 
Hollow Road in the Red 
Lick area. 

KSP dispatched several 
troopers, where they 


located Gay and arrested 
him without incident. 

The bicycle Gay was 
riding was also reportedly 
stolen. KSP Trooper Robert 
Purdy said police have been 
unable to find out to whom 
the bicycle belonged. He 
asks that the owner contact 
authorities. 

Gay was charged with 
escape, second degree, and 
theft by unlawful taking (of 
an automobile) as well as 
theft by unlawful taking (of 
a bicycle.) 

His bond for the 
felony charges was set at 
$50,000, and bond for the 
misdemeanor charge was 
set at $650. 


Authorities considered 
Gay to have been a danger 
to the community based on 
his criminal history. 

He had been charged with 
previous crimes in at least 
five counties in Kentucky, 
according to a news source, 
including possession of a 
handgun by a felon and 
receiving stolen property. 

An ongoing investigation 
is being conducted by 
Trooper Z. Pennington. 

It should be noted that 
this Jason Gay is not the 
same as the dentist Jason 
Gay who has an office on 
River Drive in Irvine.

for the next fiscal year. 
The budget includes funds 
for buying a new police 
cruiser with revenue from 
alcohol sales. 

Total city revenues are 
projected to be more 
than $1,272,000, with an 
expected drop in property 
taxes. 

Attorney Davis 

recommended tabling a 
Windstream Franchise 
Agreement until the council 
gets additional information 
from the company. 

The city approved two 
privilege licenses. One is for 
a shop to be located beside 
the Twin featuring vintage 
and antique wedding decor, 
and the other is for a new 
and used furniture store on 
River Drive. 

Fire Chief Tony Murphy 
said approval has been 
given to open up the smoke 
detector grant to the public. 

He said anyone, 
regardless of income, can 
have smoke detectors with 
10 year batteries installed 
in their home by the fire 
department.

address the council about 
complaints that have been 
made to her about property 
on 8 th Street. 

Ballard explained that his 
wife has had 11 surgeries 
since he bought the 
property with the intention 
of fixing it up. He said he 
has boarded some of the 
windows to prevent entry 
into the building, and he 
has sprayed herbicide to get 
rid of the vines covering it. 

He was advised by 
the council to post No 
Trespassing signs to avoid 
being held liable in the 
event someone did enter 
the property and get hurt. 

Councilwoman Amy 
Crowe said as long as 
Ballard complies with the 
city ordinance to keep the 
property mowed and safe, 
there is nothing else the city 
should do. 

A long discussion 
preceded the city’s passing 
of the financial report. 

Councilwoman Sharon 
Snowden questioned figures 
on a trial balance document 
and asked how much the 
city owes on the loan from 
Citizen Guaranty Bank. 

The financial statement 
listed the monthly payment 
of $300, but Snowden 
persisted with questions 
about the balance. 


He pointed out that 
a recent double fatality 
resulted from fire in a home 
with no working smoke 
detectors. 

“We want to make every 
home safe,” he said. The 
fire department also helps 
residents draft a plan in case 
of a fire. 

Councilman Tim 

Burkhart said he wanted to 
clarify the meaning of the 
garbage ordinance. He said 
trash in bags must be placed 
in a container, or trash may 
be placed directly into the 
receptacle. Trash in bags 
may not be left on the street. 

He also made a motion to 
declare a surplus to get rid 
of a lot owned by the city 
on High Street, either by an 
auction or bids. The council 
approved the motion, but 
they must advertise the sale 
first. 

Councilwoman Nelle 
Williams asked about 
the city’s clock and lights 
that are still not working. 
Wendell Fortney said he 
will try to assist in getting 
them repaired. 

Williams also commented 
on some city workers 
getting cursed at by others 
in city government. 


City Clerk Jamie Hill said 
the balance of the loan does 
not show in the Quickbooks 
statements for bills paid, 
but she would prepare a 
separate statement with the 
balance owed to bring to 
the next meeting. 

The council also heard 
the first reading of the city’s 
2015-16 proposed budget. 
Total resources available 
for appropriation from the 
general fund include the 
fund balance from last fiscal 
year carried forward and 
estimated revenues for a 
total of $289,349. 

Additional monies 

come from the MAR fund, 
the LGEA fund, the fire 
department fund, and the 
CDGB grant. 

In other business, 
the council agreed to 
pay $9,772.48 to Judge- 
executive Wallace Taylor for 
reimbursement for culverts 
and gravel, expenses that 
arose after spring flooding 
in the streets. 

Tipton said the county 
provided the work for free. 
She also said she is going 
to apply for a grant for 
additional help, because 
many storm sewers within 
the city need replacing. 

Clerk Hill also read a 
letter from Erdmann and 
Stumbo, a law firm in 
Richmond, which stated 
that there was no proper 
ordinance in place to pay 
the council and former 


“I don’t like to hear that 
someone is not using good 
language,” she said. “We 
need to work together as a 
team.” 

Councilwoman Janice 
Bush commented on the 
traffic associated with the 
Twin City Kruzer’s Cruise- 
ins. She said it is traffic she 
likes to see. She also said she 
is glad to see the flea market 
near Grindstone Road but 
is afraid someone is “going 
to get killed” pulling out 
into traffic there. 

She questioned when the 
city’s audits willbe complete, 
and Mayor Noland said he 
is hoping they are done by 
the end of July. 

Councilman Billy Arthur 
brought up concerns that 
some city residents are 
unfairly receiving letters 
about unkempt properties 
when they maintain their 
properties well. 

The mayor took credit for 
the mistakes, saying they 
were “my fault.” He also 
expressed disappointment 
that those who mistakenly 
received letters did not 
approach him first, as 
opposed to going to council 
members. 


mayor in July of 2011. 

Mayor Tipton said her 
office could not find an 
ordinance on file for the 
time period in question, 
July of 2011. They did 
find the minutes from the 
meeting. 

She also said former 
councilman William Van 
Cleve brought the matter 
into question and called the 
Attorney General’s office. 

Tipton said nothing 
could be done about past 
actions taken by a different 
administration, but the 
city now has the correct 
ordinance in place that lists 
employees’ pay rates. 

Tipton then read a letter 
she wrote to the council 
detailing occasions that Van 
Cleve has asked for copies 
of ordinances and other 
information then called the 
Attorney General. 

The city is now re-paying 
$61,000 to the road fund 
because monies were spent 
years ago for other purposes 
(which the state allows) but 
were not paid back (which 
the state requires). 

Tipton also noted in the 
letter that she read before 
the council that acid had 
been thrown on her car, 
costing $2,500 in damages. 

The Ravenna City Council 
meets again on June 13 at 6 
p.m. at Ravenna City Hall.

and budgets. They also 
sought a leader “visible 
in the community” and 
someone with “good RR. 
skills.” 

There were 27 applicants 
for the position, including 
those local, in state and out 
of state. 

The six chosen by the 
school district’s screening 
committee were all from 
within the state of Kentucky. 

Board member Patti Hood 
said, “Surprisingly, the 
decision was unanimous. 
All the board members 


agreed [that Saylor was the 
best choice].” 

“We really appreciate the 
job Randall Christopher 
has done as interim 
superintendent,” Starling 
added. 

Christopher has 

submitted his resignation, 
and Starling noted that they 
[the board] did not ask for 
it. Blain Click, principal 
of the Estill County High 
School, was also among the 
applicants. 

The board did not 
disclose who the final six 
were, and Starling said there 
is no criteria against hiring 
anyone local. 


Assistant Superintendent 
Tonya Isaacs said she has 
spoken with Saylor on the 
phone. She noted that 
he seemed “very excited” 
about his new job. 

“My doubts just went 
away,” she said. “We hit it 
off.” 

L. W. Beckley said a lot 
of research went into the 
search for the position, and 
that the board sought out 
references who were not 
listed on resumes. 

Saylor will be attending 
the next regular board 
meeting, which will take 
place on June 18, at 6 p.m.

Cucurbit pests destroy 
cucumbers and melons 

Treat now to avoid problems with bacterial wilt

Striped and spotted 
cucumber beetles are 
causing serious losses in 
cucumbers, muskmelons, 
and watermelons around 
our county. Cucumber 
beetles are a major concern 
to muskmelon and 
cucumber growers because 
they vector (transport) the 
bacteria that cause a disease, 
bacterial wilt of cucurbits. 

While the adults feed 
mainly on foliage, pollen 
and flowers, their feeding 
on melon rinds late in the 
season may reduce market 
quality. Larvae of these 
insects feed on roots and 
stems, but this damage 
is minimal compared to 
the potential losses due to 
bacterial wilt. 

Striped cucumber beetles 
are yellow-green with 
three black stripes down 
the back and are 1/4 inch 
long. Although similar 
in appearance, the striped 


cucumber beetle and the 
western corn rootworm are 
not the same. The stripes 
on the striped cucumber 
beetle are straighter than 
those on the western corn 
rootworm. Additionally, the 
middle segment (tibia) of 
the hind leg on the striped 
cucumber beetle is yellow, 
while that on the western 
corn rootworm is black. 

The spotted cucumber 
beetle (also known as the 
southern corn rootworm), 
also 1/4 inch long, is yellow- 
green with 12 black spots 
on its back. 

Cucumber beetles 

overwinter as adults in 
protected areas near 
buildings, in fence rows, or 
in wood lots. They become 
active in mid-spring, when 
temperatures begin to 
increase. Currently, there 
is no good method for 
predicting when activity 
will begin. Beetles quickly 
locate host plants in the 
spring. The adults feed 
and females deposit eggs 
in cracks in the soil at the 
base of cucurbits. The eggs 
hatch and the larvae feed 
on the roots. These larvae 
will pupate in the soil, later 
in the summer the next 
generation of beetles will 
emerge. These beetles will 
also feed on the cucumber 
and melon plants, including 
the fruit and overwinter 
until the next spring. 

Begin cucumber beetle 
control as soon as seedlings 
emerge. Early treatment 
is essential for beetle 
management in large 


commercial muskmelon 
or cucumber operations. 
A single post-transplant 
soil drench with Admire 
or Platinum can provide 
near season-long control. 
Repeated applications 
of contact insecticides 
are necessary to protect 
muskmelon plants 

from beetle feeding and 
transmission of bacterial 
wilt. There is usually a 
peak in beetle activity each 
spring that lasts two to four 
weeks. This is the most 
important time to control 
the beetles. Applications 
of foliar insecticides like 
57%EC Malathion, 50% 
Carbaryl (Sevin), or Bug-B- 
Gone (Esfenvalerate) may 
be required twice per week 
during peak beetle activity. 
Because watermelon is 
not susceptible to the 
wilt disease, protection 
is necessary only when 
plants are small and beetle 
populations are high. 

For the home gardener, 
plants can be protected 
when they are small by 
mechanical means. Row 
covers, screens or cones 
over small plants are 
effective means of excluding 
cucumber beetles in home 
plantings.

Because of my experiences learning to care 
for the two, I thought I knew most of all there 
was to know about cats, their habits, and their 
illnesses. However, I quickly found out I was 
wrong. 

Last week I was introduced to a rescue kitten 
in need of a good home. The little grey fluff ball 
quickly stole my heart, but I knew I couldn't 
take him. Due to the financial responsibilities 
of the two I already have, I wasn't the right 
momma for the baby in need. 

So I coerced one of my roommates to take 
him instead. This way, I get all the benefits of 
the kitten, without having to break it to my 
parents that they had another fur-grandchild. 
We named the baby Totoro, and brought him 
home. 

The next few days passed as Totoro adjusted 
to being a part of our family, and we started 
socializing him with my cats. Then on the 
fourth day, something tragic happened. What 


was first shaken off as the little guy trying to get 
out of his new collar, quickly developed into a 
terrifying situation. 

I watched as the kitten would bring his front 
paws to his face, then bat at his face while 
shaking his head violently. After these episodes, 
he would seem dazed, and he had completely 
unresponsive pupils. 

After I decided this was obviously not 
normal, I called my veterinarian, Dr. Putnam 
of Richmond Veterinary Clinic, and asked for 
his help. Luckily, Dr. Putnam's office phone 
transfers to his cell phone after hours, otherwise 
I don’t know what we would have done. 

Dr. Putnam confirmed that Totoro was 
seizing. He recommended giving him 
something high in sugar, because it is common 
for little animals to have hypoglycemia. My 
roommate and I immediately started funneling 
pancake syrup down the kittens throat. When 
that didn't seem to faze him, the doctor said 
it was a good idea to bring him in for an 
emergency visit. 

After a full panel of blood work tests, it was

determined that Totoro was hypoglycemic. He 
was having a hard time eating the dry food we 
were giving him, and the solution was as simple 
as a kitten-specific wet food. My roommate 
had to stay up with him that night to feed him 
every two hours and watch for any seizure-like 
activity, but thankfully, our little guy did fine. 

I guess the moral of the story is to be 
educated. So many people adopt or rescue these 
little guys and aren't prepared for them. Even 
I, the owner of two, who thought she knew it 
all, learned a new lesson. Make sure whenever 
you get a new animal, whether it be dog, cat, 
or anything, that you take it to the vet as soon 
as possible to ensure the best quality of care 
and life for your new fur baby. Even if you 
think you've asked all the right questions to 
be prepared to care for the new addition, the 
smartest move is to take them to a professional 
to get a well-educated opinion. 


Revised Clean Water Rule released

On May 27, 2015, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers finalized their proposed Clean 
Water Rule to protect the streams and wetlands 
that form the foundation of the nations water 
resources from pollution and degradation. 

The EPA and Army Corps did as promised, 
they considered more than one million 
comments they received on the rule, they 


addressed concerns, and they refined and 
ultimately improved the rule. At the Center 
for Rural Affairs we are encouraged by the 
refinements and clarifications undertaken in 
this process, and encouraged to see better Clean 
Water Act enforcement poised to move forward. 

Water is life - for people, crops, livestock, 
and wildlife as well as farms, ranches, business 
and industry. The revised rule is grounded 
in both law and science. Nearly one in three 
Americans get drinking water from streams that 
lacked clear protection before the Clean Water 
Rule. And healthy ecosystems provide more 


than drinking water, they provided wildlife 
habitat and places for fishing, swimming and 
paddling. Clean water is an economic driver 
for manufacturing, farming, ranching, tourism, 
recreation, and energy production. 

Perhaps most importantly, this rule was 
shaped, and improved, by public input, which 
will allow the rule to clear the regulatory 
waters, overcome the shrill hyperbole from 
organizations more interested in shilling for 
industry and industrial agriculture than in 
clean water, and protect the quality of Americas 
surface waters. 


America’s moral decline is not inevitable, says AMAC 


A ‘silent majority’ still believes in morality; we need to make noise

Washington, DC- A recent Gallup poll revealed that 
Americans are more tolerant of liberal moral values than 
ever before. A separate survey by Gallup, conducted in 
the past several weeks, showed that a great majority of 
us-72% of the population-believe the country is in moral 
decline. 

"The seemingly contradictory research indicates that 
while the nation's attitudes have changed toward what was 
once viewed as bad behavior regarding sex, marriage and 
other social issues, we still have a moral compass. Explicit 
movies, pop culture and even some of the political 
rhetoric we hear almost daily may tell us to let it all hang 
out, as some might put it, but deep down we know that 
smoking marijuana is not the best way to go through life," 
according to Dan Weber, president of the Association of 
Mature American Citizens. 

In reporting its poll, Gallup concluded that "Americans' 
views about the declining state of moral affairs largely 
reflect a belief that there is a deteriorating collective moral 
character. That is, their views have less to do with greater 
acceptance of same-sex marriage or having babies out of 
wedlock and other hot-button issues, and more to do with 
matters of basic civility and respect for each other." 

Weber said he believes that the implications of what 
the polls show are both numerous and complex. He 
asserts that the nation - particularly the heartland - is still 
strongly conservative in its moral views but that social 


liberals have been especially effective in promoting their 
agenda. 

"Meanwhile, the relative prosperity we enjoy in the 
United States has made some of us more accepting of 
new concepts of behavior. At least that’s what the Obama 
administration seemed to think when its Department 
of Health and Human Services review board ruled that 
Medicare can pay for sex change operations." 

Such elective surgeries have been excluded from 
coverage for some 30 years, but last week the review board 
made an about face and declared the exclusion to be 
unjustified. 

"But, more important, the conservatives among us 
have become a ’silent majority,' too reticent to speak 
our minds in a collective voice loud enough to make 
ourselves heard for fear we will be labeled as 'old fogeys.' 
Instead of lamenting the feeling that the country is going 
to hell in a handbasket, we need to present a united 
front and stand up for 
our principles by getting 


important, get out and 
vote.". 

America's moral decline 
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is not an inevitability, Weber concluded. "It’s a matter of 
awakening from our complacency and taking appropriate 
measures."

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June 14th—Flag Day and U.S. Army Birthday 



My wife, Bonnie, recently 
noticed that the American 
flag displayed in our front 
yard on a 15-foot pole was 
beginning to develop a 
tatter in the upper corner. 
My deep respect for our 
national symbol motivated 
me to replace the flag with 
a new one the next day. It 
also reminded me that Flag 
Day—June 14 was rapidly 
approaching. In doing some 
research into the origin of 
Flag Day I discovered that 
By Jerry Eltzroth June 14 is also the birthday 
CV&T Guest Columnist of the founding of the U.S. 

Army. 

Flag Day 

Flag Day is celebrated on June 14 each year to honor 
the United States flag and to commemorate the flag’s 
adoption. Although Flag Day is a nationwide observance, 
it is not a public holiday in the United States. In a few 
areas of the USA it is a legal holiday, such as Montour 
County in Pennsylvania. 

On June 14, 1777, the Continental Congress replaced 
the British symbols of the Grand Union flag with a new 
design featuring 13 white stars in a circle on a field of 
blue and 13 red and white stripes—one for each state. 
Although it is not certain, this flag may have been made 
by the Philadelphia seamstress Betsy Ross, who was the 
official flag maker for the Pennsylvania Navy. The number 
of stars increased as the new states entered the Union, 
but the number of stripes stopped at 15 and was later 
returned to 13. The American flag is often referred to by 
its nicknames—“Old Glory” or “Star Spangled Banner”. 

Flag Day did not become official until August 1949, 
when President Harry Truman signed legislation and 
proclaimed June 14 as Flag Day. In 1966, Congress 
also requested that the President issue annually a 


proclamation designating the week in which June 14 
occurs as National Flag Week. Many people in the 
United States honor this day by displaying the American 
flag at homes and public buildings. It is a good time to 
check your flag to see if it is tattered, faded or in need of 
replacement. 

Our daughter who resides in Texas sent Bonnie and me 
a video of our 5-year-old granddaughter, Emma, reciting 
the “Pledge of Allegiance” as she held an American flag. 
Do you remember the words? “I pledge allegiance to the 
flag of the United States of America, and to the republic 
for which it stands, one Nation under God, indivisible, 
with Liberty and Justice for all.” The Pledge of Allegiance 
was recognized by Congress on June 22, 1942. 

The Army’s Birthday: June 14, 
1775 

When the American Revolution broke out, our 
forefathers did not possess an army in the modern sense. 
The revolutionaries fielded a patchwork force of colonial 
troops from various New England militia companies 
loosely tethered together. There was no unified chain 
of command, and Artemus Ward of Massachusetts 
exercised authority by informal agreement.The American 
volunteers were led, equipped, armed, paid for, and 
supported by the colonies from which they were raised. 

In the spring of 1775, this rag-tag army was about to 
encounter well-trained, well-supplied British troops 
near Boston, Massachusetts. The revolutionaries had 
to re-organize their forces quickly if they were to stand 
a chance against Britain’s seasoned professionals. The 
Massachusetts Provincial Congress appealed to the 
Second Congress in Philadelphia to assume authority 
for the New England army. John Adams requested 
Congress to vote on adopting the Boston troops on June 
14, 1775, although there is no written record of this 
decision. Also on this day, Congress resolved to form a 
committee ”to bring in a draft of rules and regulations for 
the government of the Army,” and voted $2,000,000 to 
support the armed forces around Boston and New York 


City. In addition, Congress authorized the formation of 
ten companies of expert riflemen from Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and Virginia, which were directed to march to 
Boston to support the New England militia. 

George Washington was appointed as commander-in¬ 
chief of the Continental Army the next day, and formally 
took command at Boston on July 3, 1775.

meet. 

As your Attorney General, I’ve worked hard to stop more than 
$1 billion in proposed rate increases by utility companies. There 
are also actions you can take as a consumer to cut down on utility 
costs not only this season, but year-round. By making a few minor 
adjustments to how your family uses energy in the home, you can 
save money on your bill and reduce your environmental impact as 
well. 

Here is a list of five simple energy-saving tips my Office of Rate 
Intervention and I have put together to help you and your family 
beat the heat and cut costs this summer: 

1.Conduct a home energy audit. 

Home energy audits pinpoint inefficiencies in your home’s 
heating and cooling system and building structure. Additionally, 
they help you determine what upgrades to your home will help 
save the most energy and have the fastest payback period. Tips 
on conducting your own energy audit can be found at http:// 
energysavers.gov. If you choose to hire a professional auditor to 
assess how much energy is consumed in your home and where 
energy is lost, contact your local electric or natural gas provider 
to find an auditor in your area. You may also visit the Certified 
Rater Directory at http://www.resnet.us or the Kentucky Home 
Performance Program at http://kyhomeperformance.org/Pages/ 
default.aspx. 

2.Install a programmable thermostat. 

You can save as much as much as 10 percent a year on your 
heating and cooling bills by simply turning your thermostat up 
10 to 15 percent for eight hours in the summer and dialing it 
down in the winter. You can do this automatically by installing 
a programmable thermostat. If you purchase a programmable 
thermostat, look for the “EnergyStar” label. 

3.Install efficient lighting. Installing energy-efficient lighting 
is one of the fastest ways to cut your energy bills. An average 
household dedicates 11 percent of its energy budget to lighting. 
Using new lighting technologies can reduce energy use in your 
home by 50 to 75 percent. 

4. Replace outdated appliances with EnergyStar appliances or 
maximize the efficiency. 

EnergyStar appliances can cut energy bills by 15 to 30 
percent, and incentives, rebates, and tax credits are available for 
homeowners purchasing appliances or making other energy- 
efficient upgrades to their homes. If not replacing, you can 
maximize energy savings by using current appliances more 
efficiently. For instance, run the dishwasher only when it is fully 
loaded and turn the heated-drying selection off. Also, consider 
cleaning the coils on the back of your refrigerator and make sure 
the door seals are airtight. 

5. Turn off or use “sleep” mode to power down computers & 
home office equipment. 

By turning off your computer or switching to sleep mode when 
not in use, you can save energy and curtail unnecessary heat to 
reduce air-conditioning needs. You can diminish “phantom” 
energy loads by unplugging home office and kitchen appliances. 

If you use a power strip, utilize the switch on the power strip to 
cut all power to the appliance. Additionally, remember to unplug 
battery and mobile device chargers when the batteries are fully 
charged or the chargers are not in use.

An Encouraging Word: A Significant Day

Without a great deal of fanfare, 
June 14 is observed each year as 
Flag Day, and it has been for one 
hundred and thirty years. Flags waving in the breeze along 
the streets of our cities remind us of the day and its signifi¬ 
cance. 

The first 
observance 


After 1885, Cigrand’s promoted the idea of Flag Day, and his 
work produced results. In 1916, President Woodrow Wil¬ 
son issued a Proclamation that established June 14 as Flag 
Day. Then, in August 1949, an Act of Congress, signed by 
President Harry S. Truman, established June 14 as Nation¬ 
al Flag Day,

Flag Day, 
a seemingly 
insignificant 
event, was 
at Stony Hill 
School---a lit¬ 
tle one-room 
school — in 
Waubeka, an 


unincorpo¬ 
rated com¬ 


munity near 
Milwaukee in 
Wisconsin. In 

1885, the teacher in that little school, Bernard J. Cigrand, 
was a patriotic citizen who loved his country, admired the 
flag of the United States, and appreciated its history and 
significance. So, that teacher did a simple thing to com¬ 
memorate the adoption of the flag as a symbol of the na¬ 
tion by the Second Continental Congress on June 14, 1777. 
To promote patriotism and respect for the flag, Cigrand 
placed a small flag (about 10 by 6 inches) in an inkwell on 
his desk and asked his students to write essays about what 
the flag meant to them. 

What those students wrote in that little country school 
about the flag has been lost, but the event is remembered 
for what it was. That little school has been restored, and 
with a bust of Cigrand inside, it is preserved as a histor¬ 
ic site where the first observance of Flag Day occurred in 
1885.
